The report of the committoe on the Taayer-
Greenbenk cnse, after setting forih in detard the
object for which the committee was appointed,
sy It will wot appear surprising that the
comwittee do not agree with cither the counsel
for the petitioner or respoudent, the firss clpim-
ing & clear majority of 212 votes for Mr. Thaver,
and the lalter, one of whom claims n majority
of 205, snd another 245, as cqually the clear
munnty tor Mr, Greenbank.

‘ithout golag futo detalls, your commlities
his not been able to fod any such majority for
either of the enndidates; and if the determina-
tion of the question rested alone on the returns
of the seversl divisions, vorrécted by all the
papers which threw any light upon thewm, and
of the illegal votes proved on the one side or
the other, und the count of the ballots, your
commitice would have to report that nelther of
the candidates was entitled fo the ofliees forthe
carclessness, to use no harsher expresgion, in
woxt of the papers in making op the return 18
mort unaccountable to your committee, nnd
shows strong evidence, if not of frand, st least
nn witempt 1o commit ft. But your committee
is of the opinlon that much sironger and
greater reacons exlst, why the case shounld be
veclded npon other grounds, from all the testi.
wony given,

The contestaut and respondent ask your com
mittee to reject the voles ol some twenty tureo
M tercnt divisions from the return. Evidence,
however,wus given only to aflect the Becond
und Tenth divistons of the First ward, Suventh
of the Third, Bixth and Eighth of the Fourth,
Sixth pod Beventh of the Seventeenth, Tenth
aimlbt: Riueteenth, and Fourth of the Twenty-
anh.

Amongst the Internal evidence presented of
the fraudulent mode of oarrying on the elecdon
in some of these divisions, Is the proot that the
officers recelved more voles n & given time
than it was possible to do in the strict per-
formance of thelr duties, The purpose of the
officers In many cascs #eemed nnl{ 1o be to
receive the votes aud put them in the boxesy
withont regard to whether the person was en-
titled to vore or not, nud In most of the divisions
H;(-rﬁ !lvuu 4 very large number of voters not on

e list,

With regard to the Tenth of the Ninelecnth,
the committer says:—"Without deeciding who
were the proper ofticers at this eleciion division,
it is suilicient for the commitiee to know, from
the testimony in this case, that from the con-
duct of those holding the election, and ol their
friends on the outside, the voters iu thia division
did not and could notv exercise their nights, anud
thut no fair election was held.”

The report concludes as [ollows: —

Your committee have reluctantly come to the
conclvusion, though going & step lurther in the
Becond and Tenth divisions of the First wurd
than has ever been doue betore, that it is their
imperative duty, trom all the testimony glven
in this cnse, to reject the entire vole of the divi-
tlone above referred to. It elections are to be “lree
aud equal,” and citizens are desirons of haviog
their votes made effectual, the only way is to
hold the citizen and the election officers Lo o
strict pertormance of their several duties, Mis-
takes and irregularities will even then happen.
Ag such, they can be corrected, but when there
i# an almost toral disregard of the election laws
by the officers, aud & denial on the part of one
class of voters against theiropponents, the time
has come to say that, it such are the fucts esta-
blished, thelr ballots shall not count,
